By a vote of 638 to 447 the convention re­ 
fused to adjourn and the Cox people won that much 
of a victory. Although tired and worn in many re­ 
spects and frazzled by its week of platform fight, 
and then finally continuous and indecisive balloting 
the convention wanted to get through. Its work 
through the day and night was interrupted repeat­ 
edly by demonstrations, which shut off business fpr 
half hour stretches at a time and forced great delay. 
After the adjournment resolution had been 
beaten once by efforts of the Cox people Senator 
Harrison made a motion the convention recess to IO 
o’clock Monday morning. It was said Georgia was 
about to give some of her twenty-eight Palmer votes 
to McAdoo as a complimentary vote, and that the 
Cox people wanted to avoid it.

League of Nations—Repeats the Virginia plank with little var­ 
iation, condemning the action of the Senate Republicans in adopt­ 
ing reservations and the separate peace resolution and advocat­ 
ing ratification of the peace treaty and such membership in the 
League of Nations as would in no wise impair national integrity 
or independence. 
Conduct of the War—Praises the administration's conduct 
of the war, commending the patriotic efforts of American citi­ 
zens to aid the Government and praises the military and naval 
forces with mention of Gen. Pershing by name. 
F i n a n c e - Again incorporates the. language of the Virginia 
Democrats in extolling the Feder-tj reserve system and the financ­ 
ing of the war, and iii condemning the Republicans for extrava­ 
gance. 
Taxation—Criticizes the Republican Congress for failing to 
revise war-time tax schedules and demands a survey of tax con­ 
ditions by the coming Congress, denies Republican claims of 
economy, declaring that no money was saved except at the ex­ 
pense of the efficiency of Government bureaus. 
High Cost of Living- Blames diminished production for high 
prices and declares the Republicans are responsible, in that they 
delayed peace and failed to provide the President with neces­ 
sary legislation. 
War Investigations—Condemns the ^Republicans for their 
use of appropriations” in investigating the conduct of the war. 
Tariff— Reaffirms Democratic tariff doctrines and declares 
for a research on the subject by a non-partisan commission. 
Budget—Defends President Wilson’s veto of the budget bill 
and advocates a budget system practically under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, with consolidated auditing. 
Postal Service—Commends administration of 
the

service and makes a blanket declaration for higher salaries for 
postal employes. 
Advocates greater use of motor vehicles in 
transportation of mail and extension of the parcel post. 
Agriculture— Praises the Democratic record in establishing 
farm loan banks and other farm legislation.

Labor—Follows the Virginia plank in declaring strikes and 
lockouts should not jeopardize the paramount public interests, 
but adds a statem ent of opposition to compulsory arbitration. 
Favors readjustm ent of salaries of Government employes. 
Suffrage—Congratulates Legislatures that have ratified the 
suffrage amendment amt urges Democratic Governors and Leg­ 
islatures of Tennessee, North Carolina and Florida to complete 
ratification in time for women to vote this fall. 
Women in Industry—Declares against child labor and favors 
legislation for child welfare and maternity care; advocates in­ 
creases in teachers’ salaries, urges extension of vocational edu­ 
cation, better conditions for working women and reclassification 
of the civil service with a view to equality of the sexes; endorses 
separate citizenship for married women.

Major General William C. Gorgas 
was considered the world’s, fore­ 
most authorities on military medi­ 
cine and surgery. 
In the last ten years his services 
were sought to give battle to pla­ 
gues in many parts of the world. 
When the typhus epidemic began 
in Serbia in the war an effort was 
made to have him undertake the 
campaign against it but 
at 
that 
time he was needed to direct the 
medical and surgical work for the 
American army in France. 
He was decorated by the French 
government and made a comman­ 
der of the Legion of Honor 
and 
knighted by King George of Eng­ 
land, the latter for, as the King ex­ 
pressed it to him, making possible 
the construction of the great canal. 
Soon after the United States en­ 
tered the world war General Gorgas 
announced the organization of the 
extensive system devised for 
the 
“reconstruction" for soldiers crip­ 
pled in the war which included the 
establishment of orthopedic hospi­ 
tals behind the 
firing 
lines 
in 
France, reconstruction hospitals in 
the great centers of America anc 
the retaining of crippled men and 
preparation for resuming their vo­ 
cations or learning new ones. 
General Gorgas reached the age 
limit while still on duty in France 
in 1918. 
When the war was over 
he was retired from active service 
in the army. 
King George of England confer 
red upon him in June, 1920, the dec­ 
oration of Knight Commander o 
the Order of Saint Michael

Saint George.

General Gorgas was- bom in Mo 
bile, Ala., Oct. 3, 1854, the son of a 
Confederate general.

fight yesterday afternoon on the 
floor of the convention to write a 
bone dry plank into the 
party’s 
platform he, with one of his 
old 
time speeches in support of 
the 
proposed plank almost turned tile 
convention upside down with 
the 
magnetism and force of his oratory 
and started one of the greatest and 
noisiest demonstrations the assem­ 
blage had yet Been. 
When Bryan had concluded his 
reply to the advocates of wet plank 
the demonstration turned loose on 
the floor and, wholly unaided by 
tile band or the organ or any of 
the instrumentalities which 
had 
been effectively used to keep other 
demonstrations going, it proceeded 
spontaneously and resisted all ef­ 
forts to get the convention back to 
order. 
Bryan, standing in the limelight 
at the edge of the speaker’s plat­ 
oon and with tears 
of 
emotion 
coursing down his cheeks reviewed 
a procession of prohibition enthu­ 
siasts, who tore up state standards 
and started a moving column of 
delegates about the 
hall. 
There 
was more than one 
fight 
over 
whether a state standard should go 
in the demonstration. 
Bryan confined his argument lar­ 
gely to contending that any weak 
ening of the prohibition law was a 
dangerous step which opened the 
door to a breakdown of the whole 
law. Quoting freely from the Bible. 
Bryan captivated his audience with 
flashes of old time oratory. 
Bryan's Dry Plank Rejected. 
The Bryan prohibition plank re 
jected by the convention was 
as 
follows: 
“We heartily congratulate the 
democratic party on its splendid 
leadership in the submission and 
ratification of the probition amend­ 
ment to the federal

stead act, honestly and in good 
faith, without any increase In the 
alcoholic content of permitted bev­ 
erages and without any weakening 
of any other of its provisions."

Will Attend Convention 


W arrensburg. Mo., July 2.—After 
deliberating an hour today a jury 
found James Bradley guilty of first 
degree murder and sentenced him 
to life imprisonment in the Mis­ 
souri penitentiary. 
Bradley 
was 
convicted of participation in 
the 
killing of Joseph Talbot, sheriff; 
John McDonald and James Stapel- 
ton under sheriffs 
of 
Lafayette 
county, near Lexington, 
May 
4, 
1919. 
The verdict came as a surpise to 
many people here, who openly pre­ 
dicted a hung jury, because of a 
court ruling that if there was any 
reasonable doubt in the minds of 
the jury the defendant should be 
acquitted. 
The prisoner was not 
in court to hear his fate, because 
of his removal to 
the 
Jackson 
county jail at Kansas City yester­ 
day. By agreement of counsel it 
was entered into the court records 
that the defendant was present at 
the time of the verdict announce­ 
ment. 
Several jurors in explaining the 
speedy verdict, said the identifi­ 
cation of Bradley by C. E. Maddox, 
chief of pol ic of Marshall, and the 
attem pt of the prisoner to escape 
from jail in Parsons, Kas., several 
days after the indentification, were 
the chief reasons the jury voted 
for a conviction on the first ballot, 
The jurymen said they disregarded 
the alibi evidence produced by the 
defense, which included testimony 
and depositions asserting the de­ 
fendant was in Oklahoma at the 
time of the crime. 
The prisoner, guarded 
by 
four 
deputy sheriffs, were taken in 
a 
motor car to Kansas City soon af- 
the testimony in the case 
ended 
yesterday. 
The order to quitely 
send the prisoner from town was 
made by Judge Ewing Cockrell, as 
a move to forestall 
any possible 
violence which might develop 
be­ 
fore or after the verdict. 
Judge 
Cockrell had received several warn­ 
ings that the prisoner 
would 
be 
taken from the court house and 
lynched, or else shot down while 
he sat at the counsel table in the 
courtroom. 
Judge Cockrell 
took 
every precaution to 
prevent 
any 
demonstration toward the convicted 
slayer, even calling a force of ex­ 
soldiers to co-operate with the dep­ 
uty sheriffs in guarding the prison­ 
er, who was housed in the court­ 
house attic. 
The crime that caused Bradley’s 
sentence took place after three mo­ 
tor thieves had been arrested 
in 
Marshall, May 4, 1919. The Lafay­ 
ette county officers were removing 
the prisoners to Lexington, when 
the prisoners 
overpowered 
their 
guards, killed them, then escaped af 
ter throwing the 
bullet 
riddled 
bodies of the sheriffs into a wheat 
field. Mob violence was attempted 
against Bradley when he was ar­ 
ranged in Lexington several months 
ago, but county officials rushed him 
quietly out of town, taking the pris­ 
oner to Kansas City. Bradley was 
brought to W arrensburg Monday 
night, the case reaching Johnson 
County because the defendant ob­ 
tained a change of venue tom La 
fayette county, where 
bitterness 
over the brutal crime still prevails. 
Declares He’s Innocent. 
Kansas City, July 3.—“I’m just 
as innocent now as I was before 
the jury bought in its verdict." 
That was the answer of James 
Bradley when word was given to 
him in the Jackson County jail at 
noon today that a jury at W arrens­ 
burg had brought in a verdict of 
guilty and life imprisonment. Brad­ 
ley had been brought here for pro­ 
tection on account of high feeling 
against him at the scene 
of 
the 
trial. 
The word of Bradley's sentence 
did not have much effect on him. 
Wiping his 
forehead repeatedly, 
Bradley insisted his innocence. 
“I never had any idea an inno­ 
cent man could be convicted,” he 
said. 
“I was resting easy, taking 
it for granted I would be 
turned 
loose, but I got fooled. 
“I don’t want a parole or a par 
don. 
Either one still would mean 
I had committed murder. 
W hat I 
want is for the thing to be opened 
up and get myself an acquittal. 
Bradley repeated the alibi advan­ 
ced at the trial, declaring he was 
in Oklahoma at the time the three 
peace officers were killed near Lex­ 
ington.

HVT was this summer that F got my first gun, arid ii puzzled Ane to find
